Washington, D. C. —• Intimations 


were given in well informed govern- 
mental circles Monday afternoon that 
the administration was preparing to 
take drastic action within the next 48 
hours in the coal strike situation. 


The President was presented as be- 


ing of the opinion that inasmuch as 
the miners representatives 
had re- 


fused government arbitration and the 
bituminous operators were undecided 
on acceptance of such a proposal that 
the interest of the public demanded 
immediate reopening of the mines. 


With this feeling it was said, the 


president was prepared to direct the 
mine operators to reopen their mines 
at once under 
protection of federal 


troops and with an American 
flag 


planted at the entrance of every mine 
to be operated. The operators would 
be expected to comply immediately 
with such an edict. 


The president has in mind, It was 


further reported to pay if necessary 
for a short time a royalty on such 
coal as would be mined to meet the 
emergency. If there are insufficient 
numbers of nonunion miners to oper- 
ate the mines when reopened under 
government protection, 
it was inti- 


mated that a call for volunteer min- 
ers would go out from the govern- 
ment.

hy hasn't Eussia. as a sovereign state 


deciding the terms and instruments of her 
own government, the right to establish 
nationalization of property granted by a 
previous government to foreigners? "Why 
hasn't she the right to repudiate debts of 
the czar's system which the new rule has 
destroyed. 


These are questions which have fre- 


quently and naturally been asked during 
the ill-fated Hague discussions, and the 
only answer to them is that the govern- 
ment of Eussia has both rights so far as 
internal responsibility is concerned. But 
Eiissia eeeks readmission to a community 
of nations. For hundreds of years it has 
been a convention of this community, in 
order that money may be loaned and trea- 
ties made and property sold back and 
forth with the ease and security which 
comes from knowledge that obligations 
•will be fulfilled eventually, to consider 
that states have continual existence. A 
state remains a state, and the same state, 
•until it is destroyed. Its outside treaties 
and debts must always be respected, no 
matter what upheavals internal govern- 
ment or external relation? may have inter- 
vened: otherwise its neighbors simply re- 
fuse to recognize it as part of the com- 
munity.

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AUTOMOBILES AND BUSINESS 
Passenger 
car 
registration 
in 
the 


United States has doubled in the last ten 
years. 
Today ten million ears are regis- 


tered which is five-sixths of all the world's 
automobiles. But faster still has been the 
increase in commercial car registration. 
The record is a more than seven hundred 
per pent increase in this period. 


Ten years ago there were 64.000 mo- 


tor trucks. 
Today there are over a mil- 


lion. 
Then there was one commercial car 


to 75 passenger cars, but now there is one 
truck to eight passenger cars. Sixty per 
cent of today's trucks are one ton sizes or 
less, and 25 per cent are from one and 
one-half to two tons capacity. 


It is estimated that the a-nnual tire bill 


for commercial cars in the United States 
approximates $175.000.000. This is on 
a basis of a 5.000.000 tire requirement 
yearly for commercial cars. 
For passen- 


ger cars the tire bill is correspondingly 
large. 


These figures illustrate the immensity 


of the automobile industry. 
Accessories 


also run into many millions of dollars an- 
nually. 
The fact that there has been 


a.very great revival of the automobile in- 
dustry is one of the healthiest indications 
touching the future. The nation does not 
buy motor cars, whether pleasure or com- 
mercial, unless business is good and there 
is a reliable income. The fact that many 
motor concerns are already oversold 'on 
their production is decidedly encourag- 
ing, and while we are certain to have the 
customary recession in business in mid- 
summer, there is no doubt that there will 
be further revival in the fall, in which 
the automobile industry will play a con- 
spicuous part. 


SAVING MONEY BY AIRPLANE 
A news &tory says that money will be 


shipped by airplane between Xew York 
and Chicago in order to save interest, or.

terest by saving time.

more to the world the proof of that 
truth wh'ich already in 1920 the at- 
tempted revolution of von Kapp and 
his friends had shown: that the masses 
are faithful to the Republic and wish 
to have nothing to do with courts 
and monarchies. The masses do not 
forgive the monarchy the world war; 
not withstanding the zeal with which 
the old regime had procured 
tlvem 


abundant 
bread 
and 
nourishment. 


They are too grateful to the Republic 
for having freed them from the horri- 
ble military service which, was the 
pricq of that bread and victuals and 
they hope for peace from the Repub- 
lic. 


"This assassination proves that Jf 


the old rule is hated by the masses, 
that it still lives in the tenacious, 
sombre, fanatical admiration of the 
higher and cultivated classes. These 
classes profit unscrupulously from the 
tragic destiny of the Republic, impro- 
vised by misfortune and defeat amid 
the blows of implacable enimies, who 
oblige it to atone for the faults of the 
old rule. 


"It is a huge tragedy. When will 


Europe grasp the sense of it? 
The 


knot of tho question is this. 


"The German republic is the great- 


est victory which the French reyolu- 
tion has gnined until now. It is the 
greatest defeat of Germanism in its 
daily struggle against Western democ- 
racy, and the best trophy of the world 
war, which the victors can boast of. 
The German monarchy had created,

further personal interests. The rea- 
son I mention Mr. Ellis is because he 
and one of his employees have told 
others that I was active in the Cherry 
Street viaduct matter because I had 
some land to sell. 


Why am I in favor of the bridge 
at Cherry street? 


Because, the city of Appleton must 


build ont| or more bridges very soon, 
to take care of the traffic] 


If a six year old boy was given two 


hundred blocks of wood and told to 
build a city with a river through it 
and to build three bridges over this 
river, he would naturally divide the 
bridges into equal distances and not 
build two bridges parallel 
to 
each 
other. 


If we must have- a bridge, why build 


one that will cost three times 
as 


much to accomplish the same result? 
Seventy-five per cent of the traffic 
that now crosses Lake street docs so 
not because they have business on 
the south side, but because they wish 
to go south or beyond the city. A 
bridge at Cherry street will accom- 
modate this traffic more economically, 
efficiently, cheaper and safer 
than 


any other location, for this reason- 
that the first cost would be much 
less, the distance shorter and 
safer 


because there ,would be no railroad 
tracks to interefer, no drawbridge and 
no steep inclines to go up or down. 


It would naturally enhance 
the 


value of the property on the south 
side near the viaduct, but I am not 
fortunate to own any of it, hut 
I 


believe a low level bridge should be 
built 
at 
Lake 
street, 
but not 


until a bridge is built elswhere that 
will be of real service to the city. 
Lawe street bridge would be an auxii- 
liary or a secondary affair, only, to 
take care of the manufacturers and 
give the south side one more avenue 
across the river making three bridges 
in all to accommodate foot and vehicle 
traffic to and from that part of the 
city. 


The present bridge at Lake street 


will always have to be maintained 
whether a viaduct Is built 
there or 


not, 
as our industries on the flat 


could 
not get to their plants other- 


wise. 


I am not in favor of street-car lines 


crossing on any new bridge or viaduct 
as it will create the same congestion, 
to a certain extent, that we now have 
on our present Lake street bridge. 
They would pay 80 to 40 per cent or 
the cost of a viaduct, but the viaduct 
would cost about 30 or 40 per cent 
more, because It would have to be 
built stronger- and the maintenance 
ever after would be a great deal more 
by the 'reason of their using it. Let 
thsm remain where they are or build 
their own bridge. They are showing 
no disposition to be of any service to 


, jtho city or citlMn* In any way, W« 


rode in the same dinky street cars 
for 30 years and have received no ex- 
tension of service in the city for that 
many years although the northwest 
and northern part of the city is badly 
in need of such extensions. 


The council has taken all the nec- 


essary steps to procure state 
and 


couny aid for a viaduct, which has 
failed for the reason that tne state 
has no money for that purpose. Now, 
then, the fact remains that we must 
build a bridge, we have $100,000 in a 
separate fund held for bridge 
pur- 


poses. Am sure we 
can 
build a 


bridge at-, Cherry street (including 
right-of-way^ of which we have the 
assurance that it will be given to us 
by Mr. Priest, and one of the largest 
owner of larfd on the south side for 
about $250.000 and the bridge at Lawe 
street for about $30,000, making it 
necessary to bond the city for about 
$180,000 for bridge purposes, which 
will^bc adequate for the nsxt 25 years. 


We must also bond ourselves for 


about $500,000 to build schools. 
We 


now owe in Water Works 
and High 


School Bonds about $425,000. Our to- 
tal bonding ability according to law, is 
5 per cent of our assessed valuation 
of real estate, or about $1,250,000. The 
sotids we owe and those neces&ary to 
mild bridges and schools would total 
11,105,000. Do any of citizens think 
ve should go into debt beyond our lim- 
t? The estimated cost of a viaduct 
it Lake street is about $750,000 . 
aking into consideration any 
addi- 


ional expense for jiigh priced right- 
Jf-ways nor the additional incline to, 
ind from this high level to the flats. 
Vow, 
$-125.000 plus $750,000 plus $30.-' 


00 plus $500,000 totals $1,705,000 less 
300,00 on hnnd, leaves a balance or 
1,605,000. 
Can it be done? Can we 


tand a mortgage of that size en the 
it? 
Do we want to do this, when 


$500,000 less will answer the 
same 


purpose? 


Since this bridge-matter has "been 


before the public, I have 
beon 
no- 


cusod of being in favor 
of 
Cherry 


street viaduct 
simply because I am 


representing the Third wnrd in the 
council. I will say that this location 
is not entirely a benefit to the Third 
ward, 
but 
that 
it 
will 
actually 


de'preciate some property 
in 
the 


Third ward, by reason the resulting 
heavy traffic. 
And further, that I 


n.m a public servant of the Third ward 
and will

If in my opinion Lake street was the 


proper locatidn, I would be fighting

Frail Women Shame "Strong- 


er" Sex With Their Bravery 
While Dentist Manipulates 
His Pain Producers. 


"The bglger th* man. the 


dental patient he la" laughed an Ap- 
pleton dentist when asked whether 
men or women were easier to "work 
on" in the chair. His fellow dentists 
all agree with him that men are the 
hardest patients to work on because 
literally "they holler before they are 
hurt." One dentist thought that per- 
haps the men's tseth really were more 
sensitive than women's, but there was 
a twinkle in his eye when he said It. 
According to the concensus of opin- 
ion, women suffer physical pain with 
more resignation and patience than 
their more "courageous and mai 
wart" husbands. 


"No, sir, give me women to work on 


every time," said one porcelain artist. 
"The men come Into the waiting room 
as though they were going to a fun 
eral. As they slump Into the chair, 
they tell me this tale with variations' 
'Doc, my teeth are awful sensitive. 
Ths last dentist who worked on them 
said that he had nevsr seen such sen- 
sitive teeth. Why that last dentist 
nearly killed me.

something fierce, so be awful careful, 
Doc.' " 


FRIGID FEET 


And talk about them being "scared," 


some of them get such "cold feet" 
when they think of that drilling ma- 
chine that they call up the Centist to 
tell him that they have an important 
engagement and will have to come 
some other day. Whan they get into 
the chair, they moan, groan, yell—and 
yes—some of them even swear. 


But the women are the heroines of 


the dental tales. Any dentist will tell 
a story about "one little woman who 
comes in here who is nervous, whose 
teeth are really sensitive, and who 
has had years of trouble with ner 
teeth and yet, who sits patiently in 
the chair for hours while dentist plies 
all his awful looking instruments in 
and out of her mouth." 


NOT ALL ARE HEROINES 


Lest the dentists and the reporters 


seem to be unnecessarily in favor of 
the fair sex, it will be well to say here 
that there are some women who 
simply wear out the dentists. One 
dentist cited a case of a woman 
who is exceedingly hard to work

always complains 


of her enormous dental bills. The fact 
is that she has to pay for the way she 
wears out the man who is working on 
her rather than for the amount of 
work which he is able to put into her 
mouth. 


Next to men, girls of the adoles- 


cent age are th° hardest to work with. 
These girls are nervous and not phys- 
ically strong and therefore put n tax 
on the dentist's patience. 
XV omen 


take better care of their teeth, prob- 
ably because they do not harbor with 
in them that "unmanly" fear of pain 
but most likely because they take bet' 
ter care of themselves and value their 
personal appearance more than men. 
Thero are comparatively few people

fore the war, has been increased by 
that conflict until today it is estimated 
there are 26,000,000 more women than 
men in Europe alone. 


Official 
statistics 
published 
here 


show that the surplus of women in 
Europe has increased by 15,500,000. 
Before the war there ware 1,038 wom- 
en to every thousand men; now the 
proportion is 1,111 to 1,000. The ris- 
ing surplus has been most marked In 
Russia where the number of women 
has grown from 1,042 to 1,299 for every 
1.000 
men. 
This is on the basis of 


figures for 53 governments. 


The situation has also been notably 


changed in Germany, Austria, Jugo- 
slavia, Great 
Britain, 
Luxemburg, 


France, and Italy. In Gremany, ex- 
clusive of Upper Silasia, there are 
1,100 women to every 1,000 men wnei-e 
as before the war there were about 
1,026. On the contrary the number of 
surplus women has decreased in Den- 
marck, 
Norway, Sweden and the 


Netherlands.

activity or the thing done could not 


b<? considered a service growing out 
of and is Incidental to employment. 


This case must be 
distinguished 


from cases' of Industrial baseball, 
when the maintenance of the team 
is for businew purposes (advertising),

stances there Is a relationship with

with any other employee, and liabili-
